Freedom of Conscience 


"You ask that Mr. Taft slmli 'let the

principles of our government, which 
guarantee complete religious liberty, 
and t.he right to each man to act in 
religious affairs as his own conscience 
dictates.

unearthed-an Interesting case which 
illustrates two important matters, one 
the peculiarity of the lav/ relative to 
paternity cases, and the 
other 
how 


soon and how easily a foreigner corn- 
ing to this country may become a 
public charge. 


About the 15th of las! May a young 


woman who had been In Lowell but 
two years had a fellow-countryman, 
also of 
youthful 
age. arrested on a 


paternity warrant. 
Both came from 


the continent of Europe. 
As is well 


known to lawyers and those familiar 
with such cases, the man arrested on 
BUC.II a charge has about one chance in 
one hundred of clearing himself, even 
if innocent. 
The girl had no counsel 


nor had the accused, and on the 25th 
day of last May the man was commit- 
ted to jail, unable to give a bond to 
the complainant. 


Now such cases, though first appear- 


ing in the police court, are nor ranked 
as criminal but as civil cases, and while 
in a criminal case the 
defendant is 


called to trial by the government at 
stated intervals, in a civil case the de- 
fendant does not have to answer in 
court until the complainant gets ready 
to call the case against him. Before 
the 
late Gov. Greenhalge became a 


member of the legislature the law was 
such 
that a 
man sent to pail on a 


paternity charge would have to remain 
there until the complainant called him 
into court, and 'if 
the complainant 


showed no disposition to have the case 
brought up, tho unfortunate would re- 
main in jail for an indefinite period. 
A case of this evident injustice came 
to the attention of Gov. Grecnhalge 
and he got an amendment of the exist- 
ing law through the legislature to the 
effc-cf that if a. case should ever arise 
where the defendant was- kept in jail 
awaiting trial for more than a reason- 


able length of time the probation offi- 
cer or keeper of the jail could notify 
the district attorney and he in turn 
would present a petition to the court 
to have the complainant 
come 
Into 


court and show why the case should 
not be disposed of. 


Recently Probation Officer Slattery 


discovered the unfortunate man in Jail, 
and upon learning that he had been in 
since last May 
immediately 
notified 


District 
Attorney 
Higgins. who sent 


the necessary petition to 
the 
court. 


The latter promptly 
instructed 
the 


clc-rk to sc-nd an order to the com- 
plainant to como into court. Then the 
difficulty arose as to where to find the 
complainant, who had no counsel in 
court and was not known to the po- 
lice. 


Mr. Ramsey, then accepted his gra- 


tuitous position as "poor man's coun- 
sel," 
and started out to find the wom- 


an. After a search he located her, and 
learned that she had no child where 
she was living and had no intention of 
prosecuting the case any further. 
He 


continued hl6 investigation and learned 
that the child had. been born at the 
state hospital at Tewksbury and had 
been abandoned by the mother and left 
to the tender mercies of 
the state. 


Happily for all 
concerned, however 


the child passed away on 
Saturday! 


Mr. Ramsey had thought of having 
the 
mother 
and 
child sent back to 


the r native land, but the death' of the 
child and the fact that the mother has 
gone back to work made this move un- 
necessary. 
He then returned to the 


mother who stated that she had no 
mtenttpn of prosecuting the man any 
further, but did not know how to pro- 
ceed to allow his release. Accordingly, 
Mr. Ramsey reported back to the au- 
thorities, and this afternoon the young 
man was taken from jail to the supe- 
rior court on a writ of habeas corpus 
and discharged from custody

!n the Assessing Dept. 


in Boston 


BOSTON, Nov. 9.—Det-laring that 


the number of employes in ihe assess- 
ing department of the city of Boston 
is excessive, and thai the antiquated 
method of doing business is extrava- 
gant, the finance commission yester- 
day issued Ms report covering an in- 
vestigation of the department through 
a terra of 13 years. Kecommendations 
are maje which, it is claimed, 
will 


save the city SGUOO a year. 


The commission finds that from one- 


half to three-fourths of the citizens 
c-scape paying poll 
taxes, and 
that 


the cost of assessing and collecting is 
$115,000, or more titan the poll tax re- 
ceipts. Extravagant pay, from $£.SO to 
$H a day, is paid copying clerks, when 
typewriters 
might 
tie. employed 
at 


much less expense, it is further claim- 
ed. 


The commission recommends that a. 


system be devised to do away "with 
duplication of Work in assessing polls, 
that the work of recording poll taxes 


simplified and the payment of the 


)0lls be enforced; that the number of 
.ssessors he reduced from nine to five, 
and salaries and the number of em- 
ployes be reduced. 


The historic Asa Pollard houso In Bl!- 


lerica. Just bevond ihe Fordwav bridge, 
was destroyed by fire early Saturday 
evening. 
The houso was famous be- 


ca\:so of the (act that it was on the 
estate or Asa- Pollard, the first Conti- 
nental soldier to fall at the battle of 
Bunker Hll! on June 17. 1775, and was 
one ot the most prominent landmarks 
in connection with the early battles of 
the rebellion. 
The cause of the fire 
is unknown. 
Tho large barn in the rear of the 
house which was well stocked with hay, 
was saved as were a pair of horses and

and Centre villages and

ments were prompt in responding. Tlie 
North Billerica department was first on 
the scene and Engineer O'Toole saw at a 
glance that there was no iiope to n.xve 
the house Inasmuch as the blaze had 
spresid rapidly and the lumber lu the 
building was exceedingly dry, making 
good food for the names. 


Attention was immediately 
directed 
to the barn. 
-Sparks from the burning 
house were showering on the roof of 
the barn and from time to time a fi-t- 
would start in the shingles, but a lim: 
of hose or a couple of extinguisher:-- 
operated by the firemen exttngulsned 
the fires on the different parts of ihe 
roof.

The bur- 
glar replied that he would take every- 
thing of value he could find. Then one 
of the burglars standing guard over 
the family spoke up: "Lon't take these 
wedding rings. I am a married man, 
and have some sentiment about wed- 
ding rings," he said. 


The rings were left, but t'wo toy 


banks belonging to Charles and Har- 
old, the Tayntor boys, were broken and 
rilled of SIT. The boys cried and were 
ordered to be,quint. When the room 
had been completely searched the third 
robber went down stairs and piled up 
the silverware. 
He later returned to 


Ihe bedside and commanded Mr. Tayn- 
lor to give up a $500 ring he 
wore.

Sir. Hugh J. Mollny of the State Nor- 


mal school was 
the 
speaker at the 


Eliot Congregational 
church 
Sunday 


night. It was the first of a series of 
three sermons for young people. 
The 


general theme of the course is "What 
is' Worth While?" 


Mr. Molloy said that the question, 


"What Is worth while In the schools'!" 
he considered a more appropriate one 
to ask. "The great questions that are 
now being debated," he said, "will not 
be settled by the men and women of 
today, but by the hoys and girls now 
in the schools. 
That is the serious 


question, 
In 
connection 
with 
the 


consideration of what is worth while 
in the schools; that through these boys 
»nd 
girls now 
growing 
up in the 


schools, the great questions of the re- 
public are to be settled. 


"Changes nmy be made In the eur- 


rlculums of the schools, new methods 
devised and adopted: but Hie essen- 
tials, the fundamentals of the training 
of 
children- will 
not be materially 


changed. 
The best things In life "are 


as old ;is the race itself. 
The finest 


PROF. HUGH J. JIOLLOY. 


qualities of soul, and mind and heart, 
were named for us in the early~3awn 
of the world's history. The world .has 
just as much need of them today as it 
ever had. and the world 
must have 


them: Reverence, piety, devotion, wis- 
dom, prudence, judgment, love, mercy, 
valor, honor. These are not new terms, 
nor have they new meanings. 


"The statement has been made from 


time to time, that education .will not 
work out the great difficulties of the 
nation. True education will work oul 
all the problems of the 
nation. By 


that I mean the education of the heart 
and the soul, as well as the traiping 
of the intellectual faculties. 


"It. is sometimes said of the schools 


that they cost too much. With many 
hard-headed men, this charge seems to 
have considerable 
weight. Not long 


ago Secretary Martin of the board of 
education prepared figures giving the 
average increase of 
department 
ex- 


penditures in six largest cities of Mas- 
sachusetts outside of Boston, in fifty 
years, to 1505. It 
was 
shown 
that 


while the population had quadrupled, 
the cost of fire protection had become 
17 times as great; street expenditures 
were more than 23 -times as great; po- 
lice protection more than 36 times as 
great; and school expenditures only 
something over 15 times as great. And 
this increase in the expenditures for 
police protection does not include the 
great expense of the courts, and the 
penal 
and 
reformatory 
institutions. 


This shows clearly that the increase 
in expenditures in the last fifty years 
for popular education has not been in 
the same proportion as the increase in 
other lines. 


"Yet the figures do not bring out the 


whole truth. 
Greater expenditure in 


the proper training of the youth of the 
land is sure to decrease, rather than 
increase, 
the expense 
incidental 
to 


public protection. So that is one of the 
most easily refuted objections against 
popular education—that it costs top 
much, 


"JJven if it were true, how unimport- 


ant, after all, is that same matter of 
expenditure. In the year, of the Span- 
ish war, at the commencement exer- 
cises 
of 
Harvard college, Charles 


Francis Adams, lamenting the 
neces- 


sity of war and its enormous expense 
and destruction, said that the accrued 
capital of Harvard during a period of 
250 years was not cquai to the sum 
required to build and equip a mortem 
battleship. 
Later, the 
president of 


Harvard college, referred to Mr. Ad- 
ams' remark, and said it was true: 
but 
he added r 
'Who can 
compete 


what a battleship may win?' 
Follow- 


ing out that idea: Who can compute

The sug- 
gestions havo been prepared for the 
board of education, as a matter of 
public seiTice, by several eminent spe- 
cialists of Boston. 


Tho 
introduction to tho 
pamphlet 


contains the following: 


Chapter 1S1 ot the Acts of the Com- 


jnomvoalth of Massachusetts of 
190S 


provides that tuberculosis and its pre- 
vention shall be taught in all grades 
of the public schools of this state in 
which instruction is given in the sub- 
jects of physiology and hygiene. This 
pamphlet is not Intended as a text- 
book for teachers of this subject, hut is 
merely to suggest certain lines of in- 
struction and to emphasize certain 
points to be dwelt on with particular 
emphasis. Every teacher should real- 
ize her opportunity in thus directing 
her pupils in the way of wholesome 
living. A healthy 
mind requires a 


healthy body. Tho Interest of tho schol- 
ars will ba aroused In this matter only 
Insofar as, the instructor ..stimulates 
or develops this Interest. 


The following extract on 
consump- 


tion la from the pamphlet in question: 


Most Important of all Is the fact that

16-1 th street for his omco and had 5uat 
reached the corner at Broadway when 
tho man stepped in front of him. There 
were several persons within a few 
feot of the two men but nono of them 
heard, a word spoken and the first In- 
timation they had of trouble was when 
a shot rang out and Mr. Morgan fell to 
tho ground with a bullet through his 
stomach. 
He lost consciousness Im- 


mediately. 
For an instant after the 


shot had been fired the assailant stood 
looking down tipon hlit victim. 
Then 


he raised the still smoking revolver 
and pressing it against 
his 
forehead 


pulled the trigger. 
The bullet did not 


cause a fatal wound and once more and 
then a third timo the man sent a bullet 
crashing against his skull. 
The third 


ball penetrated tho toram and the man 
<ell dead. 
As he lay there with the 


revolver still clenched In his hand sev- 
eral persons who had witnessed ' the 
double shooting rushed up to the as- 
sistance of Mr. Morgan whom some of 
them had recognized. A physician was 
called from a house nearby and was 
with the wounded man within, a few 
moments after the first shot had been 
fired. 
With tho assistance' of a num- 


ber of men In the crowd

quickly gathered he removed Mr. Mor- 
gan to his residence only a few doors 
from the corner. 
Another physician 


was called into consultation.

found that the bullet had passed entire 
ly through the stomach and the doctors 
held out little hope for Mr. Morgan's 
recovery.

The man who shot Postmaster Mor- 


;an has been identified as Erich H. B. 
Mackay, a stenographer. He had been 
employed by a firm with offices at 165 


iroadway. 
Mackay had been in the employ of 


Hunt, Hill & Belts, lawyers, at 165 
Broadway, for about four years. 
He 


came from England nine years 
ago, 


worked for a time In Boston and then 
came to this city. Mackay way held 
In high esteem by his employers, who 
say they are completely at a loss to 
explain his act. 
The only clue thus 


far found which may have a bearing 
on the tragedy Is contained in a. num- 
ber of letters found in Mackay's desk. 
These Indicate that about a year ago 
he had complained-to the postmaster 
that some of his mail had not been 
properly delivered. The correspondence 
was signed by one of the regular de- 
partment clerks. 
Mackay's employers 


say that so far as they knew he never 
met or had any dealings with Post- 
master Morgan.

''The statement has been mado from 


time to time, that education will not 
work out the great difficulties of the 
nation. 
True education will v:ork out 


all the problems of the 
nation. By 


that I mean the education of the heart 
and the soul, as well as the training 
of the intellectual faculties. 
'It is sometimes said of the schools 


that they cost too much. With many 
hard-headed men, this charge seems to 
have considerable 
weight. Not long 


ago Secretary Martin of the board of 
education prepared figures giving the 
average increase of 
department 
ex- 


penditures in six largest cities of Mas- 
sachusetts outside of Boston, in fifty 
years, to 1905. It was 
shown that 


while the population Jiad quadrupled, 
the cost of fire protection had become 
IT times ns great; street expenditures 
were more than 23 times as great; po- 
lice protection more than 36 times as 
great: and school 
expenditures only 


something over 15 times as great. And 
this increase in the expenditures for 
police protection does not include the 
great expense of the Courts, anr}_.the 
penal 
and 
reformatory institutions. 


This shows clearly that the increase 
in expenditures in the last' fifty years 
for popular education has not been in 
the same proportion as the increase in 
other lines. 


"Yet the figures do not bring out the 


whole truth. 
Greater expenditure in 


the proper training of the youth of the 
land is sure to decrease, rather than 
Increase, the expense 
Incidental 'to 


public protection. So that is one of the 
most easily refuted objections against 
popular education—that it costs tpo 
much. 


"Even if it were true, how unimport- 


ant, after all, is that same matter of 
expenditure. In the year of the Span- 
ish war. at the commencement exer- 
cises 
of 
Harvard college, Charles 


Francis Adams..lamenting the neces- 
sity of war and its enormous expense 
and destruction, said that the accrued 
capital of Harvard during a period of 
250 years'" was not equal to the sum 
required to build and equip a modern 
battleship. 
loiter, the president of 


Harvard college, referred to Mr. Ad- 
ams' remark, and said it was 
true; 


hut be addoil: 
'Wr.o can compete 


what a battleship may win'" Follow- 
ing out that idea: Who can compute— 
no matter what it inay cost—what the 
proper education and training of boys 
and girls may win?

ng Co. occupies a. bluff near the sta-

Cod bay. The company does a

side of Cape Cod. 


The fire broke out about 5 a. m. in
